actual taxes paid by the farmer. Thus in 


the year 1921 the total taxes paid on farm 
property amounted to 848 million dollars, 
or abont 42 per cent. more than in 1920, 
while Uhe agricultural income dropped from

lars, or about 39 per cent. . Direct taxes 
on farm property were estimated at 891 muil- 
lion dollars in 1924-25, representing an in- 


crease of 256 per cent. over the average for 
1909-14. The relative increase in the farmer’s 
pecuniary income during this period was only 
100 per cent. Unprejudiced research into the 
probiem indicates that the farmer's real in- 
come has shrunk perceptibly below his pre- 
war income, and has in recent years been de- 
cidedly below the average for all other eco- 
nomic groups.”

In conclusion, Mr. Bastin draws attention to 
the indirect advantages of growing sugar 
beet as a crop.

A correspondent of The Times discloses 
some very interesting facts about the 
armed forces of South America. During 
recent years the South American 
Republics been making rapid 
advances in every direction, the 
South American longer is 
a comic opera Most of the 
Republics have highly efficient 
tary establishments, trained by 
pean well equipped with 
arms and munitions of war, and skilled 
in the most modern theories of military 
science. Chile leads the field. Her army 
has been organised on the German model, 
and at the present moment is as large as 
the British Expeditionary Force. It 
consists of four divisions of infantry, 
with an independent cavalry division. 
There is an excellent little air force, 
which has been trained by a British 
expert. The are armed with 
Mauser rifles and Krupp quick-firing 
guns; and, although the population 
of the country is only 4,000,000, 
the Chilean authorities claim that 
in of war they could place 
400,000 fully trained men in the field. 
Argentinia also has an army of some 
400,000, organised in five divisions, with 
ten cavalry regiments and three squadrons 
of fighting aeroplanes. Peru, under 
French leadership, can muster 100,000 
well-trained men, while Brazil’ has 120,000 
—a number which could be increased con- 
siderably in time of war. The remaining 
Republics are not so strongly armed, but 
everyone of them has a fairly efficient 
force. Bolivia declares that she can 
mobilise 200,000 men, but her army is 
recruited almost entirely from the Indian 
population. Colombia

The Coombe Hospital. 


The centenary of the Coombe Lying-in 
Hospital, which is being celebrated this 
week in Dublin, is a notable event in 
the annals of obstetric science. For 
many years the City of Dublin has been 
famous for its school of gynecology. The 
names of the Rotunda and the Coombe 
are known throughout the civilised world, 
and their great reputation has drawn 
students from all parts of the globe to the 
Irish capital. The Coombe, 
national institution has passed through 
trying years of late, but with better 
conditions its prospects are improving, 
and the large yathering of distinguished 
gynecologists that has assembled 
Dublin provides an indication of the 
esteem in which it is held by the 
medical profession throughout the world. 
Dublin has a great medical heritage. 
Her schools have populated the British 
Empire with surgeons and physicians who 
have established a tradition that is 
second to none. Irish doctors are to be 
found wherever the English language is 
spoken. Their fame is universal, 
they have carried the renown of 
little island into the farthest corners of 
the earth. The Coombe Hospital has 
played an important part in the creation 
of Dublin’s medical supremacy. For a 
hundred years devoted men have laboured 
to maintain the highest standards within 
its walls, and their work 
in vain. Like the rest of the Dublin 
hospitals, the Coombe’s very existence 
was threatened recently by the suzyestion 
that the Free State Government might 
establish an independent medical register

Free State Fisheries. 


In reply to a request from the Irish 
Fishermen’s Association, in Dublin 
vesterday, President Cosgrave agreed to 


hold a conference to discuss ways and 


means for the general improvement 
of the fishing industry. The conference 
will include representatives of all those 
interests which are concerned, directly or 
indirectly, with fishing. It will examine 
the present condition of the industry, and 
will formulate a scheme for its thorough 
overhauling. Undoubtedly, the Irish 
fishing industry is in a bad way. One 
member of yesterday’s deputation told 
President ‘Cosgrave that he remembered a 
time when one hundred fishing boats, 
manned by eight hundred men, used to 
set sail from the town of Arklow. Now 
the number has been reduced to twenty, 
with a total man-power of less than two 
hundred. We have much sympathy with 
President Cosgrave’s point of view that 
fishermen, as well as all other sections of 
the community, must wean themselves 
from the habit of looking constantly to 
the Government for assistance. It is true 
that Irish fishing interests have suffered 
heavily as a result of increased and in- 
creasing competition from British and 
Scottish syndicates; but lack of enterprise 
has been partly responsible for the plight 
in which the industry finds itself to-day, 
and it is high time that the fishermen 
should begin to help themselves. If the 
Irish fishing industry were developed 
properly, it would rank second only to 
agriculture in the national economy. In 
the past inadequate transport facilities 
were among the obstacles that hindered 
advancement ; but now that motor trans- 
port has developed so rapidly, that diffi- 
culty can be overcome with ease. The 
Government, of course, will do every- 
thing in its power to hel» the industry. 
Ultimately, however, its fate will rest 
with itsel f;

TRIBUTE TO NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


In opening a bazaar in aid of the Fivemile- 
town (County Tyrone) School Extension Fund, 
the Rt. Hon. Sir John Ross, Bart.,. yesterday 
spoke of the importance of education. He 
said that no matter how well the Northern 
Government did, nothing could be successful 
unless they got the rank and file well 
educated. He had been for many years a 
member of the National Education Board. 
That Board conducted the primary education 
of Ireland in.a manner that, no matter what 
people might say to the contrary, was, he 
was convinced, a great success. He had 
always advocated Swedish exercises and 
physical development in schools, believing 
that in this way they could get rid of the 
curse of consumption. The National Board 
had passed away, but were not altogether 
abolished—they had been kept by the Free 
State as a sort of advisory body, which meant 
that they remained like ghosts hovering over 
the scenes of their former labours. (Laughter.) 

Referring to ‘the fact that he had come 
back from London to reside in County Tyrone, 
Sir John said that he loved this country. 
There were far too many large houses in the 
country unoccupied. and he would like to 
see them all occupied. He did not believe 
‘hat there was any, part of the world so 
civilised and pleasant to live in as the North 
of Treland, and it was a pity that people 
did not realise that fact. People driven out 
of Southern Ireland were going elsewhere to 
reside; and if they orly knew that they 
could get in Northern Ireland better houses 
at less than half the price that they were 
paying, with plenty of sport—shooting and 
fishing—-he had no douht that they would 
come to the North of Ireland.

CANADIAN DELEGATE'’S 
SPEECH. 
From REUTER a CORRESPONDENT. 


GENEVA, Wednesday.

CAUSED BY BAD 

WEATHER.

An explanation of the cause of the silence 
that attended Mr. Alan Cobham’s movements, 
after being held up at Victoria Point on 
September 10th. was furnished here to-day 
by the airman himself, in an interview.

Yesterday President Cosgrave, who was 
accompanied by the Minister for Fisheries, 
received at Government Buildings, Dublin, 
a deputation from the Irish Fishermen's 
Association, who asked for the holding 
of a conference of all the interests con- 
nected with sea-fishing with the object of 
formulating a scheme for the general im- 
provement of the industiy. 

Having heard statements from several 


| Members of the deputation, President 


Cosgra\e agreed to the holding of the 
conference at a Cate to be arranged later.

THE WITHDRAWAL OF WRITS. 

The deputation, which was headed by Pro- 

. Culverwell, Trinity College, Dublin 
(President of the Association), consisted of 
Messrs. L. O'Toole and R. O’Toole, Arklow ; 
J. Caulfield and F. Rickard, Howth; C. 
O'Donovan, Union Hall, County Cork ; and 
P. J. Tuohy, General Secretary of the 
Association. 

Professor Culverwell explained briefly the 
two main objects of the deputation—{a) To 
ask that the Department of Fisheries should 
withdraw any writs that it had issued: against 
boat-owners or guarantors for arrears owing 
on loans in any district until the whole ques- 
tion of loans ‘and arrears had been examined 
into and reported upon by a competent com- 
mittee; and (b) to ask the Government to 
hold at an early date a conference of al] the 
interests connected with sea fishing with a 
view to the formulation of a scheme for the 
general improvement: and development of the 
industry. 

Professor Culverwell pointed out that it was 
not his intention to go into details, as this 
could best be done at the proposed confer- 
ence. 

Mr. L. O’Toole followed in illustrating the 
necessity for a special effort to put the indus- 
try on a better footing than it is at present, 
und said that. in his memory there were nearly 
one hundred fishing boats operating from 
Arklow, worked by crews that totalled eight 
hundred. . To-day there were only about 
twenty boats and less than two hundred 
fishermen. They had been beaten on the seas 
and in the markets by the powerfully capi- 
talised English and Scottish fishing fleets. 

He disapproved of mere destructive criti- 
cism They wanted, he said, something con- 
structive, and he suggested that the proposed 
conference would afford those interested in 
the industry the best opportunity to put for- 
ward constructive proposals to pull the indus- 
try out of its present unprofitable rut. 


THE B° RROWER’S POSITION. 

Mr. O’Donovan urged the absolute necessity 
that there was for an early re-valuation of 
the boats which were given out during and 
following the Great War. He said that the 
Government should take into account those 
who had their boats sunk by submarines dur- 
ing the war. He was satisfied that the present 
system wanted overhauling completely, so 
that the fishermen might be able to live and 
work in the country, instead of emigrating. 

Mr. R. O’Tocle said that the fisherman 
borrower was in a much worse position to-day 
than he was ten years ago. In the past, he 
said, he had paid the Fishery Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture upwards of £3,000 


and owed the present Department nothing. | 


Quite recently he was unable to get a loan 
of £50. and had to go elsewhere, owing to 
the difficult conditions that were uow imposed. 


Mr. Tuohy said that the fishermen, buyers | 


and curers of the South coast were all equally 
keen on the holding of a conference. Ex- 
porters of the standing of Mr. D. F. 
McCarthy, of Berehaven, and Mr. Philip 
O’Sullivan, of Allihies, had impressed upon 
him the necessity that there was for con- 
certed action among all the interests con- 
cerned. No individual curer could afford to 
open up the American or European markets, 
as was required, and the co-operation of the 
Government is, in their opinion, essential . 

The President asked questions of the 
different speakers, and showed a keen desire 
to get a proper understanding of the purpose 
of the proposed conference. 


The Minister for Fisheries pointed out that 
some fishermen who could pay had not paid | 
their arrears, and that the department could | 
not be expected to forgo its right to take | 


action against sueh men. i 

Mr. Caulfield and Mr. Rickard supported 
the arguments put forward by the other 
members of the deputation. 


THE DEMAND FOR SUBSIDIES. 


The President said that: citizens generally | 


must get out of the habit of looking for State 
aid in every difficulty. If the fishing industry 
claimed and obtained a subsidy, other in- 
dustries could come forward with similar de- 
mands. He appreciated some of the difficul- 
ties that fishermen had to contend with, and 
realised the need that there was for efforts to 
improve their position, But he wanted he'n 
to show a greater spirit of self-reliance. 

The Minister for © Fisheries said that as 
between the farmer and the fisherman, it vas 
a case of “fluke or floods.”’ He had :o 
objection to the holding of a conference, but 
he pointed out that an inquiry by such a 


body could not include the latter part of the” 


resolution passed at the recent Howth meet- 
ing—namely, “ the reorganisation of the De: 
partment of Fisheries on lines more In con- 
sonance with the needs of the industry.” As 
an extern Minister, he was responsible 
directly to the Dail for his department, and 
any inquiry that would include its reorganisa- 
tion would have to be set up by a vote of 
the House. With this limitation, he promised 
to assist the conference, when it was held, 
in every way in his power, and to place at 
its disposal the fullest information regarding 
he work>of his department. 
CONFERENCE TO BE HELD. 

After further discussion, the President and 
the Minister for Fisheries agreed to the hold- 
ing of the Conference, on which would act 
representatives of the fishermen, the buyers, 
the transport interests, rail and motor; mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee of the Asso- 
ciation, and representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries. 


The Minister for Fisheries suggested that 


‘one or two deputies with a knowledge and 
experience of the industry should be invited 
to act, and said that Mr. Thomas Johnson 
knew a‘great deal about the trade. 

The President and the Minister further 
agreed that no legal action would be taken 
against boatowners or guarantors for arrears 
due on loans of £50 or over until the whole 
question had been examined and reported 
upon by the Conference. In the case of 
smaller loans the Ministry would exercise its 
discretion in the collection of the arrears. 

Professor Culverwell, on behalf of the 
Association, thanked the President and the 
Minister for Fisheries for their sympathetic 
reception of the deputation, and assured 
them that it was the desire of the Associa- 
tion to co-operate with the Department in 
every way possible for the improvement of 
the fishing industry. : 

The Minister for Fisheries said that he 
would arrange with Professor Culverwell re- 
garding the date of the Conference.

140 supporters in the new Parliament. It is 
assumed that Mr. Meighen will resign and 
that Mr. King will be called upon to form a 
new Government.

GALWAY MAIL VAN 
ROBBED.

BAGS SEIZED BY ARMED MEN. 
Two men, armed with revolvers and dis- 
guised, yesterday morning robbed the Galway 
mail car on its way to Kilcolgan and Bally- 
vaughan. At 4.20 o'clock the car had reached 
Toureen Hill, about two and a half miles 
from Kinvara, when the armed men dema 
the Kinvara mail bag. The driver, Christopher 
St. George, drove on and refused to give up 
the bag. One of the armed men then fired 
and wounded the horse in the leg, so that the 
van had to stop. 

The men came and seized the four mail bags 
for Kinvara, Burrin, Bell Harbour, and Bally- 
vaughan, and, telling the driver to stay 
where he was, they went into a field and dis- 
appeared in the darkness.

STRIKING speech on the need of 
A co-operation between North and 
South was made by Professor Andrew 
Fullerton, of Telfast, at a dinner given 
in the Royal College of Surgeons last 
night by Mr. Hubbard Clark in connec- 
tion with the centenary celebrations of 
the. Coombe Lying-in -Hospital, Dublin. 

Professor Fullerton, who recently was 
elécted President of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, reminded the gathering 
that the words of St. Paul, ‘‘ We are of 
one body,” had a deep significance for 
Ireland, The trade and commerce of North 
and South were so intimately linked to- 
gether that success for one meant success 
for th. other, and depreciation in one 
area was bound to react unfavourably on 
other parts of Ireland. There could be 
no prosperity for the country, he declared, 
without the hearty co-operation of the 
people of its constituent parts. 

IR. with the question of the 
Medical! Register, Professor Fullerton said 
that a via media, which would protect the 
interests of the schools, both North -and 
South, was under consideration. It would 
be disastrous to restrict the activities of 
the Dublin schools. 

In the Royal College: -£- Surgeons, 
Dublin, last night; Mr: Hubbard Clark;

_ SUCCESS TO THE HOSPITAL. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Coombe Lying-in Hospi- 
tal ” was proposed by Professor i“ wwéá Kerr, 
of Glasgow. On behalf of the guests, he ex- 
pressed their full appreciation of the great 
honour that had been: bestowed on them by 


| the Chairman, whom they thanked for his 


great hospitality. (Hear, hear.) 
THE WORLD’S AFFECTION. 

There were, he said, many individuals who 
had obtained success and respect in this 
world by capability, but there were compara- 
tively few who had obtained affection. The 
same thing applied to nations. As an example 
of the individual he mentioned one who was, 
unfortunately, not present that night, but 
who was beloved by them all—Dr. Hastings 
Tweedie. (Applause.) | 

As regarded the nations, there were, to his 
mind, only two that had succeeded in obtain- 
ing affection, and these were the Irish and 
the Swedes. 

Why it was that he, a Scotsman, should 
stand up and say that the Irish had obtained 


affection he did not know, but the fact re- 
mained that throughout the world the Irish 
had obtained the affection and the love of the 
people. If they went to Sweden they would 
also find that they had the love of the people, 
and he might add that his wife was a Swede. 
(Applause and laughter.) 


ART AND SCIENCE. 

Art and. science, he went on, knew no 
nationality. Thev appreciated whatever had 
been done by other nations, and there was 
no need for a League of Nations in the arts 
and sciences. (Laughter.) They were 
assembled there on the centenary of the 
Coombe Hospital to do honour to it. They 
came from different parts of. the world, 
America, Sweden, France and other parts, to 
its celebration because they wished to tell the 
Coombe Hospital that they appreciated the 
great things that had been done in the past, 
and they desired to wish good luck and suc- 
cess in the future. (Applause.) 

They would not be there that night if they 
did not think that the Coombe deserved this. 
Why was it that this hospital deserved it? 
It was because the Coombe and the Rotunda 
had established a system that did not exist 
in any other part of the British Empire. All 
their visitors were desirous of establishing 
the precise conditions which prevailed in 
Dublin in their own cities. (Applause.) It 
was a wonderful achievement, a wonderful 
idea, an idea promoted by the Rotunda 
Hospital and those who had founded the 
Coombe Hospital—the idea of having residen: 
students was an ideal, and nothing better 
could he done for the teaching of obstetrics 
(Applause.) 

He coupled with the toast the name of Dr 
Louis Cassidy, to whom he paid a high 
tribute for his valuable work as Master of the 
hospital. (Applause.) 


DR. CASSIDY’S REPLY. 

Dr. Louis Cassidy, responding, thanked 
those who had come from the ends of the 
earth to take part in the centenary celebration 
of the hospital. 

To those who had gone before them he 
desired to pay a _ tribute, for they /had 
brought the hospital to the pitch that they 
enjoyed to-day. . One name would be asso- 
ciated with the hospital as long as memory 
lasted—the Guinness family—(applause)—who 
had been great benefactors to Dublin. If 
they. had done nothing more than build the 
Coombe they would be remembered as long 
as memory lived. (Applause.) \The Coombe 
had never failed in friends, and he could not 
let that occasion pass without mentioning the 
name of Alderman Hubbard Clark, who had 
been the Chairman of the Governors for the 
last five years. During that time there had 
been no bigger-hearted man, and he could 
not forget. what they owed to him for his 
work in the days of stress and trial. Another 
name was that of Mrs. Maud Walsh, who was 
responsible for collecting £5,000 in thirteen 
months to get the hospital out’ of debt. 
(Applause.) 

Speaking of the future of the hospital, Dr. 
Cassidy said that it suffered from lack of 
money for research. They had _ clinical 
material for which another country would 
pay millions. . 


| MONEY NEEDED. 

Child-bed fever and still-births were, he 
continued, as great as they were fifty years 
ago, and .this state of things must remain 
until they got money. They had no money 
for research which. would save the life of 
women. 

They desired to make the name of Ireland 
greater than ever, and enhance the prestige 
of the Dublin Medical School. These were 
things they had and which money could buy, 
and he appealed with all his force for the 
three maternity hospitals tin Dublin which 
worked in unison. He never regarded the 
Soombe as an individual institution, but as 
part of the Dublin Medical School, to which 
they all paid honour. They hoped the day 
was not far distant when this hope would 
be realised. Concluding, he paid a tribute 
to Dr. Dorothy Douglas and the members of 
the staff of the hospital. (Applause.) 


OF ONE BODY. 

‘* Prosperity to Ireland '” was proposed by 
Professor Andrew Fullerton, President of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland.

From “ Tue Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Wednesday Night. 
The new rules and provisions for the 
election of the non-permanent members of the 
Council were finally accepted by the Assembly 
of the League this afternoon with unanimity. 
The elections will be held to-morrow morning, 
and a meeting of the new Council will take 
place in the afternoon. There are one or two 
new developments. with regard to the candi- 
dature for the seats. A majority of the Latin- 
American States decided at the last moment 
to support Salvador rather than Uruguay 
as their third string, their first two being 
Chile and Colombia. Czecho-Slovakia, in the 
person of M. Benesh, has agreed to stand for 
a one-year seat. The Irish Free State has also 
decided to stand, as a demonstration against 
the theory that any State miay have a pre- 
ecriptive right to a seat on the Council, but 
in view of Czecho-Slovakia’s candidature its 
chances of support are small. [ understand 
that the British Delegation will support 
Persia for the seat to be allotted to Asia. 
There is no disguising the fact that the 
new form which has been given to the Council 
has been accepted oy many of the members 
of the Assembly—possibly the majority—as 
a pis aller. No one pretends that it is ideal. 
Various theories and tendencies have been at 
work during the last few years to bring 
about the present result There is first of 
all the desire of the small States to make 
their influence ccunt as much as possible. 
Their chances cf obtaining a. seat on the 
Council are small. Their best hope of making 
their voices heard is in the Assembly. ‘Lhere- 
fore, they are in favour of a smal! Council; 
for, in proportion as the Council is enlarged, 
the authority of the Assembly is diminished. 
They are also opposed to any distinction 
between non-permanent members of the 
Council.» Their views, however, have in the 
present case been overruled.

MANCHESTER AND THE

A special meeting of the Manchester City

No definite 
arrangement would he made with the Colonial 
Office, or with anybody else, until he had 
conferred with the leaders of the three 
political parties in the Council, and was 
assured of their support. - ‘‘ We are not,” he 
went on, ‘‘ committed to any policy of the 


‘ Coolnial Office.”’ 


BELGIUM’S SUPPORT. 

Under the heading of ‘‘Ireland’s Plea,”’ 
the Westminster Gazette Correspondent says 
in his Geneva telegram :— 

Mr. Fitzgerald (Ireland) developed argu- 
ments in .favour of a Council seat for Ire- 
land. The Irish have now definitely put for- 
ward their candidature for membership of the 
Council. 

M. De Brouckere (Belgium) supported the 
proposals on the grounds that the Council 
should be representative of all the States of 
the world, and that once the theory of 
geographical representation was admitted, the 
number of seats could not be said to be too 
great.

“THE COOMBE.” 

Sir William Smyly, in his opening address, 
said that it would be difficult to estimate the 
beneficent work accomplished by the imstitu- 
tion whose hundredth anniversary they were 
met to commemorate. Thousands of poor 
women had, in their time of greatest need, 
found an asylum within its walls. Thou- 
sands more in the neighbouring district, one 
of the poorest in the city, had been attended 


pensaries. Very many students of medicine, 
midwives and monthly nurses had there 
received a practical training in their craft. 
Amongst former Masters of the hospital there 
had been some distinguished obstetricians, 
notably the late Dr. George Kidd,-a pupil of 
Sir James Simpson, and a pioneer 

gynaecology in Dublin. He did not believe 
that one of them had done more for the 
benefit of the institution or to enhance its 
reputation than the present Master, Dr, Louis 
Cassidy. (Applause.) It was due to his imitia- 
tive and energy that they were met in that 
Congress, whose success was already assured. 

He went on to point out that the first pa 

was on the important subject of the teaching 
of midwifery. Advances in obstetrical know 
ledge and improvements in technique were 
of comparatively little value unless adopted. 
and carried into practice. In his opinion the 
time allotted to learning obstetrics was not 


practical knowledge of the subject. It might 
be objected that all specialists thought the 
same about the teaching in their several de- 
partments. Obstetrics, however, occupied a 
very peculiar position in general practice, 
chiefly because a man, no matter how umpre- 
pared or inexperienced, was required to under- 
take midwifery cases and to perform opera- 
tions the like of which he would not be re- 
sponsible for in other branches of medicine. 
The object of their craft was to save the 
women and children, and the chief means 
towards that end should be a thoroughly 
practical training of future obstetrical prac- 
titioners. " 


THREE GREAT INSTITUTIONS. 

They had in Dublin in the three matermty 
hospitals ample material for teaching pur- 
poses, and no lack of earnest, skilful and ex- 
perienced teachers. The Rotunda would in a 
few years celebrate its 200th anniversary. It 
had the great advantage that the entire medi- 
cal staff resided within its walls. The Coombe 
Hospital was especialy noted for its X-ray 
department, pathological investigations, and 
a special dispensary for infants, conducted 
Dr. Crichton. The National Matermty Hos- 
pital has a prenatal department, where preg- 
nant women can be kept under observation 
and used for teaching purposes. 
students to take a practical interest in hos- 
pital work, he believed that a clinical ex- 
amination was essential, and that had been 
provided by all the examining bodies in Ire- 
land.

gu . Yet this statement is so nearly 
- true that it is almost axiomatic. 

“ But, after all, so far as the Boards and 
staffs of hospitals are concerned, the amount 
of time a student is Supposed to devote to 
any icular subject in the curriculum 
dari his training depends, or should 
depend, on that which the General Medical 
Council requires for registration and the 
various examining bodies stipulate for their 
degrees and diplomas. ‘This point 1s signally 
re lified in the case of the Royal Colleges 
of Pianichns and Surgeons. Perhaps, the 
most important Committee of the Royal Col- 
leges is the Joint Board of Management. 
Yet it will scarcely be believed that, 
althourh midwifery and gynecology form 
one-third of the final examination, there 
has never, so far as I know to the con- 
trary, been an obstetrician on that Board. 

: BACK TO 1858. 

“ Being of a curious turn of mind, I thought 
I would endeavour to ascertain what the 
General Medical Council’ had done, since its 
foundation in 1858, for midwifery. A perusal 
of the minutes of the Council will disclose 
the fact that, from time to time, spasmodic 
efforts were made by a few of its more 
enlightened members to improve the educa- 
tion in midwifery, but they were rarely 
successful, and it is an outstanding fact that 
no regulations were formulated for the educa- 
tion of the student in midwifery until an 
obstetrician had at least secured a seat on 
the Council. 

“Tt was not till 1869, eleven years after 
fie General Medical Council was founded, 
that midwifery was included as a compulsory 
subject in the curriculum for medical 
students. The Council at this time certainly 
remarked that in the regulations of some 
of the licensing bodies the space allotted to 
midwifery was too small, and further thought 
that the instruction in. practical midwifery 
should be extended, but it made no official 
recommendation thereto. In 1871 a daring 
member of the Council brought forward a 
resolution that the course of midwifery 
~eshould be extended, and should include the 
attendance on twenty cases of labour. ‘he 
majority of the physicians and surgeons came 
down on this proposition like a sledge- 
hammer, and it was squashed, vain attempts 
having been made to save the situation by 
wie, Lear to reduce the twenty to ten. 

ANOTHER PROPOSAL. 

“- Eight years later, in 1879, the Obstetrical 
Society of London woke up and “‘ respect- 
fally bhan ” the General Medical “Council 
to ve of no scheme oí medical education 
that did not provide for a six months’ course 
in midwifery. The General Medical Council 
referred this petition to the various licensing 
bodies for, their opinion, with the result, as 
far as London was concerned, they were 
» hostile to the proposal, although the Royal 

College of Physicians did suggest that, 
perhaps, a little more practical instruction 
might not be amiss. Acting on: this hint, 
some members of the General Medical Council 
tried to get a recommendation passed that 
a student must attend twenty cases of labour ; 
but although, in the course of the debate, 
this number was whittled down to six in 
% desperate attempt to get something done, 
the proposal was negatived. 

“In 1888 the Council, for the first time, 
laid down definite regulations for the training 
of medical students in midwifery—namely, 
three months’ indoor practice in a lying-in 
hospital or to have been present at not less 
than twelve labours, three of which he had 
conducted personally under the direct super- 
vision of a registered medical practitioner. 
Seven years later, in 1895, the General 
Medical Council became suspicious that the 
r.commendation of 1888 was not being com- 
plied with, and the result of an enquiry 
proved conclusively that this was so. In 
spite of the information it obtained to the 
contrary, the Council came to the curious con- 
clusion that the education in midwifery’ was 
satisfactory, because. no examiner had 
reported any deficiency, nor had any repre- 
sentation been i.ade by an outside body. 
its conscience, however, seems to have been 
“re since it was careful to announce 

t the phrase ‘direct supervision’ meant 
* conduc in the presence of.’ 


INADEQUATE PREPARATION. 

““In 1896 the Council passed a recommen- 
dation that th alternative to three months’ 
practice in a lying-in hospital should be that 
a student must be present at not less than 
twenty labours, five of which should be con- 
d throughout under the direct super- 
vision of a registered medical practitioner. 
Up till 1906, therefore, seeing that the number 
of beds in the lying-in hospitals were far 
too few, and, moreover, that the fees for 
attending such hospitals were an additional 
expense to the parents of students, the vast 
majority of students did their cases in the 
extern department of their own hospitals. 
The only preparation a student had for such 
an experience was acquired from a text-book 
and attendance at lectures, if he thought fit 
to the one or attend the other. I take 
it that to learn the practical essentials of an 
subject in the medical curriculum from ame 
sources as I have indicated is most difficult, 
if not impossible, and I imagine midwifery 
can be no exception to this rule. ' 

“The recommendation that the first five 
labours should be conducted throughout under 
direct personal supervision was never com- 
plied with. The custom, at, most hospitals, at 
any rate was for the obstetric house officer 
to accompany the student to his first two or 
three cases. This he did if his other duties 
in the Mhpital dil not, claim his attention; 
but a student often had to attend his first 
case of labour under the egis of a fellow- 
student, who might have two cases to his 

t, Or, on occasions, even alone. 


NO FALL IN DEATH RATE. 

*‘ Nine years later, in 1905, Dr. John Wil- 
fiams, -having apparently realised from the 
aeons 8 report that the mortality 
of child-birth had not fallen during the past 
fifty years or more, instigated the Council to 
set up a committee, of which he was chair- 
man, to report on the teaching of midwifery 
to medical -tudents. This committee reported 
that the. recommendations of ouncil 
relative to the training of students in mid- 
wifery had not leen complied with, nd that

KING’S HOSPITAL MEMORIAL. 


A memorial tablet in honour of the late 
Rev. T. P. Richards, M.A., King’s Hospital, 
Blackhall place, Dublin, was unveiled by Mr. 
E. MacLoughlin, Vice-chairman of the Board 
of Directors, in the chapel of the school 
yesterday evening. a“ 

Mr. McLoughlin mentioned that Mf. Richards 
had been Master of the hospital for 26 years 
—1896-1922—during which time thousands of 
boys had passed through his hands, and he 
discharged the duties of his office to the entire 
satisfaction of the board of directors. Under 
his auspices the school reached a very high 


-standard. 


lied with, and at the instigation of Mr.

PRESENT REGULATIONS. 

“The General Medical Council thereupon 
pes&d the present recommendations, which 
came into force in 1923. I thought, there- 
fore, it would be of interest to ascertain how 
far the Council’s latest recommendations are 
now being complied with. By the courtesy 
of the obstetrical staff of the twelve teaching 
hospitals for London I am able to give you 
th» figures for 1925. The number of 
students sitting for their final exami- 
nation in midwifery was 855, ‘This 
means that there should have been 
available for their instruction, in order to 
comply with the recommendation of the 
General Medical Council, 17,100 cases. There 
were, as a matter of fact, 9,873, which gives 
an average of 13.3 labours to every student 
who attended cases at his own hospital. 
These students averaged 4.8 cases in the 
maternity wards and 8.5 cases in extern. As 
116 students took their cases at maternity 
hospitals, where they were given three to five 
cases, and looked on at the pupil midwives 
delivering the patients for the remainder, 
it is obvious, therefore, that the General 
Medical Council recommendations that a 
student should attend twenty cases are far 
from being complied With. 

“I certainly had the idea, before I went 
into the matter, that the General Medical 
Council was the chief villain of the piece, 
because, although it had on three occasions 
during the last sixty-eight years made recom- 
mendations relative to the education of 
medical students in midwifery, it had not 
insisted on these being complied with, which 
meant and means that they were not and 
are not complied with. Jt is to be noted, 
however, that the General Medical Council 
is not master the situation. Section 20 of 
the Medical Act ordains that any defects in 
the course of study or examination may be 
represented by the General Medical Council 
to the Privy Council, and Section 21 that 
the Privy Council may suspend the right of 
registration in respect of qualifications 
granted by any licensing body. I am unable 
to say whether the General Medical Council, 
finding that its recommendations had been so 
frequently ignored during all these years, ever 
made representations to the Privy Council. 
I suspect not, because of the inherent diffi- 
culties of the medical schools’ complying with 
its recommendations, or, if it did, probably 
the Privy Council, as a matter of public 
policy, refused to act. : 


FOUR IN 68 YEARS. 


“I must also be remembered that, the 
General Medical Council does not elect, ita 
own members, but that these are appointed 
by some thirty different bodies. It is a 
striking fact, however, that during the sixty- 
eight years the General Medical Council] has 
been in existence some 182 physicians, 
surgeons and general practitioners have been 
appointed to the Council, but only four 
obstetricians ; and that for a total of thirty- 
eight years there was no obstetrician on that 
body, which governs the curriculum of the 
medical student, the first one being appointed 
twenty-eight years after its foundation, at the 
instigation, I believe, of the Obstetrical 
Society of London. There is no obstetrician 
on the Council now. Such facts are an 


indication of the position the teaching of mid- |- 


wifery held, and holds, in the estimation of 
the various bodies which select members of 
the medical profession to represent them on 
the General Medical Council. There appears 
to be no doubt of the value to the community 
of having at least one obstetrician on the 
General Medical Council when it is remem- 


| bered that on the three only occasions when 


recommendations were made to improve the 
teaching of midwifery these were due to the 
activity of the obstetricians who have been 
on the Council. 


PUBLIC WAKING UP. 


“ Can it be wondered at, then, that the 
public, which includes the governing bodies 
of hospitals—and in the end it is the public 
that counts—taking its cue from the sources 
I have already enumerated, has regarded the 
mg of midwifery and its teaching as the 
east important part of the medical curriculum 
and as a subject of but little consequence? 
But the public is waking up. It wants to 
know why there has been no improvement 
worth mentioning for the last seventy years 
in the mortality and morbidity of pregnant, 
parturient and puerperal women, and in the 
child mortality during its first month of 
separate existence. The answer is most simple. 
There are not sufficient maternity bedd for 
the efficient teaching of midwifery and for 
the safe protection of the mothers of our 
citizens. 

‘The public must be impressed with the 
truth of that which Dr. Fairbairn has s0 
often and so ably stressed—that in. the 
efficient practice of midwifery is to be found 
the greatest example of preventive medicine 
in the medical curriculum. (Applause.) The 
most valuable thing in life is health. The 
most valuable assets to a nation are healthy 
citizens. Jt is surely not Utopian to believe 
that if such ideas could be brought home to 
our millionaires, some of them, at any rate, 
instead of giving £50,000 for a picture or a 
racehorse, or a quarter of a million for an 
estate, might wonder whether better use, 
perhaps, could not be made of their superfluous 
cash in providing additional maternity beds for 
the care of the working women of their 
country and for the efficient teaching of the 
prospective medical attendants of their 
womenkind.”’

charged with negligently or by default 
suffering the vessel to be hazarded. He 
pleaded not guilty. The Court found the 
charge proved and sentenced him to be 
reprimanded. 

LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER'S VIEW. 

Lieutenant-Commander C. B, Barry, H.M.S. 
Maidstone, said that one of the first things 
that submarine officers and ratings learned 
was that main hatches,should be closed when 
flooding main tanks. e expressed the view 
that a submarine commander, provided that 
he had a definite understanding with his first 
lieutenant, might leave it to him to bring the 
vessel down to normal trim. 


LIEUTENANT SKYRME’S EVIDENCE. 

Lieutenant Skyrme gave evidence and read 
a statement, in which he said that when the 
first lieutenant said that he was going™to fire 
water shots and sink down, he approved the 
arrangements without comment. He saw 
nothing of the operation of flooding number 2 
and number 3 ballast tanks; otherwise he 
would have immediately stopped it. 

Replying to the charge that he allowed 
the trim to be materially altered during the 
basin and engine trials, he said that the 
alteration only involved trimming the vessel 
down about six inches by the bows, which 
he considered was not material. In regard to 
the charge that he omitted to give orders 
as to which tanks were to be used, he said 
that he did not for a moment suppose that 
the first lieutenant would trim down other 
than forward, that was by using the for- 
ward tanks. He held that the first lieutenant 
should be allowed to carry out his duties 
with the minimum of interference. For the 
commanding officer to supervise every opera- 
tion would take away all sense of responsi- 
bility of the first leutenant. 

The officer who was held in a leading rein 
by his superior, he declared, would be help- 
less in cases of emergency, such as occurred 
time and again in a submarine. 


THE COURT’S FINDING. 

The Court found the charge proved, that 
the accused omitted to take charge of the 
ship under his command, or to have a clear 
understanding with the executive officer as 
to what the executive officer’s intentions 
were with regard to trimming under existing 
conditions. 

Rear-Admiral L. C. 8. Woollcombe, 
Admiral Superintendent of Devonport Dock- 
yard, paid a fine tribute to Lieutenant 
Skyrme. He said that he was cool, collected 
and self-reliant, and he (the Admiral) 
formed a very high opinion of him, and 
considered that he thoroughly kept up the 
fine traditions of the submarine service. 

Commander Cantlie, H.M.S. Maidstone, 
spoke of Lieutenant Skyrme as being 
essentially the best type of naval officer, and 
one whom he felt confident that any captain 
would be glad to have under his command. 

The Court sentenced Lieutenant Skyrm 
to be reprimanded. :

watching with interest—not in a hyper- 


critical spirit, but with sympathetic interest— 


the Tres State Govern- 
ment to get out of its many difficulties 
to establish and promote law and order, 
to hold the scales equally between all classes 
and creeds of the people, to encourage the 
growth of literature and science, and to pro- 
mote the welfare and happiness of the 
community. 

With regard to the difficult question of 
registration, which might wreck Dublin’s 
great centre of medical education, he was 
glad to say that there was now under con- 
sideration a via media that would protect 
the interests of the North and the South of 
Ireland. It would be disastrous to restrict 
the activities of the Dublin Medical School, 
which had done so much in the past for 
medicine. 

They had in Dublin two great obstetric 
hospitais that occupied ‘great positions :as 
teaching institutions, and attracted students 
from every quarter of the glohe, who wera 
anxious to avail themselves of the unrivalled 
opportunities for study afforded in Dublin. It 
would be tragic to risk any interference in 
any way with the method or work in these 
great schools of medicai education. (Applause.) 
If the register were restricted, the Coombe, 
with other hospitals, would suffer greatly. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME. 


The prosperity of Ireland was dependent to 
no small degree on the future development of 
the Dublin medical schools. The College of 
Surgeons of Jreland for the first time had de- 
parted from their custom of electing a Dublin 
surgeon as its President. This year they had 
appointed one of their Northern colleagues. 
(Applause.) As the first recipient of this 
honour, he desired to take the first oppor- 
tunity of publicly acknowledging this signal 
mark of their appreciation. It was, he felt 
confident, given, not because of personality 
or qualifications, but as an evidence of their 
interest in the cordial relations between the 
two schools, and as an appreciation of what 
the Belfast medical school had achieved as a 
centre of education. Applause.) 

All this made for unity, professional suc- 
cess, the relief of the suffering, and the ad- 
vancement of knowledge. (Applause.) 

Replying, the Rev. T. A. Finlay, 8... 
M.A., said that it was for the statesman and 
the thinking man to place the future of Tre- 
land.. They were now laying the foundations 
for the future, and it was well for them to 
lay the outlines of a building that would 
secure the welfare of the whole nation—the 
welfare of every man, woman and child of 
the State, and not for any particular section. 
It would take sumething to plan out a scheme 
of that kind, and they could not afford to 
follow the lines of the great commercial 
nations of to-day. It would not suit them. 
They should plan out Ahe future according 
to their own wants and ideals. (Applause.) 

“The Visiting Gynaecologists” was pro- 
posed by Mr. Doolin, F.R.C.8.1., and re- 
sponded to by Dr. Comyns Berkeley, London;

Srr,—An impartial analysis of our present 
political confusion would seem to suggest an 
exceptional remedy. There being no majority 
arty in the State, a minority group—the 
best at hand—governs. It has, however, no 
expréss policy; that is to say, it champions 
no particular principle, so that its con- 
tinuance in power involves, apparently, no 
large issue which could stir..the general 
public. .It° is nevertheless an _oligarchic 
government, which is intolerable, and that 
position would not be altered by putting some 
similar minority group in its place. To establish 
democratic government, the formation of a 
Majority party, on the basis of a clear 


politica 9 mea in. accordance with the. 


wishes of the majority oi the people, seems 
necessary. Under present conditions that 
will be an exceptionally difficult task. 

We can now, after five years, clearly per- 
the special difficulties of the position. 
e Treaty. has certainly historic value’ in 
ig peace between these two islands, 
incidentally, complicated, in 
undreamt. of fashion, our own. island 
poligics. . While not solving the national 
problem—the question of Irish union under 
one Irish flag—it has loaded us with a 
bread-and-butter problem, still more urgent, 
in the management of our own public affairs, 
with the added complication of administrative 
partition of the island. Had it been possible 
to solve the national problem in the first 
place, we could then have given undivided 
attention to the question of bread-and-butter, 
but, as it is, we cannot. The bulk of the 
Bo will not give up the national ideal. 
Nhy should they? Still iess can they 
disregard the bread-and-butter task. How 
could they? How to attend to both matters 
at the same time is a question which has 
utterly confused public opinion, as shown by 
the aloofness of one-half of the electorate and 
the representation cf the other half by a 
number of minority groups with no express 
policy apart from class interests. The 
practical results are notorious. Clearly one 
cannot hope for a majority party without first 
answering the foregoing question, by means 
of a combined and adequate policy or pro- 
gramme of practical work in both respects— 
national and local, the local programme con- 
cerning the daily existence of the twenty-six 
county population, and the national pro- 
gramme interesting the whole irish nation 
and race. 

Furthermore, if we consider 
nationalism, although now split up as never 
before, is still the dominant mora! factor in 
our politics,. and. likely to remain so until 
irish union be attained, is it not apparent 
that the only conceivable majority party 
during that interval (even if it last a genera- 
tion or more) is a national coalition or bloc? 
No consolidation of the kind is possible, how 
ever, unless the bulk of the present members 
of the various nationalist groups sink their 
differences of detail, and also their differences 
of tangible principle (if any) in the greatest 
common measure of agreement, expressed in 
some definite policy of a practical kind. There 
are limitations to any such policy. AS 
regards Irish union, it is, of course, futile 
to discuss any conditions in advance, seeing 
that. union can only eventually be achieved 
with the free consent of the non-nationalist 
thajority of the six county area. Moreover,

as regards local policy, aiming at orderly, . 


just, and sound ad:ninistration (in finance, 
education, economics and social matters), a 
rational bloc. could’ not commit itself in 
advance to details of*a kind likely to cause 
serious division in its ranks. It must limit 
itself in the main to broad principles, includ- 
ing fairness to all interests and favours to 
none. 

Many will think it abnormal that one strong 
party should have, as suggested, a long 
monopoly. of power, but the position of the 
Free State is itself abnormal, and must 
remain so until fusion with the six counties 
ultimately takes place. The separate existence 
of this State is merely a provisional arrange- 
ment, This section of Ireland is not a 
nation, no matter what Geneva may cour- 
teously make believe, but only part of a 
nation, with no soul of its own. The soul 
cf the Irish nation is, politically, its only 
moral driving-force. 

One important matter of detail needs special 
consideration.

THE PRODUCTION OF PIGS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—The following scheme may offer a 
solution for the sepia production of pigs, a 
reduction of unemployment, and a decrease 
in the amount of home assistance, now a 
heavy charge on county councils. There are 
thousands of labourers, with cottages and 
lots, and other small landholders, who are 
hard put to it to exist at present. They 
have no money to purchase brood sows or 
meal, milk or fuel. 

It has been amply demonstrated that pigs 
can be produced on the open-air, uncoo 
food system, requiring no milk. It takes 
some 40 stones of meal to produce a 
12 stones carcase. This meal, made up of 
balanced rations of barley, oaten, Indian, 
palm and other ingredients, may be pur- 
chased at the right time in bulk for about 
35s, per 40 stones. If the Pig Breeders’ 
Association or the Bacon-Curers’ Association, 
or both combined, could be induced to form 
dépéts, they could store grain, etc., pur- 
chased in large quantities. on favourable 
terms. Every dépét might have a grinding 


mill, a Ford tractor to work it, and a two- 


tons lorry for delivery. 

From these dépéts mixed meals, or the 
ingredients to form balanced rations, could 
be issued to local pig-feeders by lorry, on 
the understanding, put in legal form, that 
these feeders should sell their finished pigs at 
current prices to the Association, deducting 
the cost of meal supplied. To every dépót 
would be attached. an instructor, who would 
travel round on the lorry and advise as to 
feeding and housing. Much would depend 
on this man, but I think that an intelligent 
labourer, with some personality and a few 
years’ experience of pig-feeding on the new 
system, would suit best. 

If these conditions existed, many would be 
helped by friends to purchase brood sows, 
and the Government should make arrange- 
ments for the issue of small loans to enable 
others to purchase. The Government and 
county councils should also assist in meeting 
expenses of instructors, lorries and rents. A 
small addition to the purchase price of meal 
would, without inflicting undue hardship on 
the pig-feeders, considerably reduce these 
charges. 

The plan which I have outlined. should 
succeed in the hands of business men. As a 
political asset it would bring the Govern- 
ment much good-will that is now lacking. In 
Ballyvaughan there is a disused workhouse 
that would serve as a dépót for a dozen 
parishes round. When the industry had 
been firmly established and the people become 
expert in the system, the Association’s ser- 
vices might be discontinued. The finance 
for large purchases of grain should not offer 
insurmountable difficulties. The Govern- 
ment might give certain guarantees involving 
the taxpayer in little or no loss. It is a 
class of business that would appeal to the 
banks, since in a short period—well within a 
year—their advances would be automatically 
in a state of continuous liquidation.—

WANTED AN INTERVIEW. 

While the young man was addressing the

Madame Gonne MacBride addressed the 
crowd and told them that according to the 
teachings of the Catholic Church, quoting St. 
Thomas Aquinas, where the poor were starving 
they were allowed to take food, either 
secretly or openly. Just then some 
people shouted that the Commissioners had 
refused to see the deputation, and a man 
shouted, ‘‘ Come on and we'll take it.” 

The crowd made a rush at the police, who 
drew their batons and pushed them back, 
while the people inside in the Union closed 
the gates. There was a struggle for a few 
minutes, but the police stood their ground 
and the crowd drew back. A man got up 
to address the men again, but fell down in a 
faint. The police made room for him on the 
ground while a glass of water was brought. 

After some further exhortations from 
speakers, the crowd formed up four deep and 
marched away. Shortly afterwards the gates 
of the Union were opened. 

Miss Molony, one of the leaders of the 
procession, had sought an interview with the 
Commissioners, and when the row started 
was standing just inside the gate among the 
Civic Guard. In the excitement that followed 
she entered the Union premises unnoticed 
and made her way to the boardroom. Open- 
ing the door, she announced to the Com- 
missioners that she had got into the Union 
“In spite of police and gunmen,” and asked : 
“ What, are you going to do for us?” 


COMMISSIONER’S QUESTIONS. 

Mr. MacLysaght, the chairman, asked whom 
she represented. Miss Molony answered that 
she represented the unemployed. “I am a 
fully qualified nurse,” she added, ‘*and have 
been unemployed for 18 months. Are you

EXCEPTIONAL DISTRESS.

The 
distress in the city was more acute than ever, 
there was little or no employment, and they 
regarded the position as éxceptional.

SHANNON SCHEME. 


MAC has, “Oig iecischii, 
QUESTION OF CONTROL STILL 
UNDECIDED. 
From OUR POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

The statement recently made in a weekly 
Irish journal that a permanent Commission 
was in course of formation by the Free State 
Government for .the purpose of controlling 
the Shannon electrical power scheme seems 
to have gained a wider cireulation than the 
facts. These are that no decision has yet 
been. reached by the Government regarding 
the precise character of the body which will 
be responsible for the administration of the 
scheme, and that the delegation of such con- 
trol by the Government must be preceded by 
special legislation for the purpose. 

The whole matter has yet to be officially 
considered and, consequently, no authoritative 
announcement need be expected for some 
time to come. It’ is generally recognised, of 
course, that sooner or later administrative 
control of the scheme must be entrusted to a 
directorate, but the precise character, com- 
position and powers of the controlling body 
have still-to be determined. It is expected, 
however, that a bill to make provision for 
these and other administrative matters con- 
nected with the scheme will be introduced 
by the Minister of Industry and. Commerce 
before the end of the present year, or early 
in the New Year. The constructive side of 
the undertaking is still occupying most. of 
the Ministry’s time and attention.

DREAMING POLATICIANS. 

Unfortunately in many other industries, 
and notably im the coal industry, this delu- 
sion has long been rampant, and is eagerly 
encouraged by those who have no higher 
ideal of public service than to win the morvei- 
lary applause of the mob. As Sir Hugh 
Bell pointed out, in an admirable letter to 
The Times on July 24th, failure to face 
@coomic facts can only Jead ‘o econinic 
disaster. Yet, not only is the progress of 
our industries constantly held up by inex- 
cusable strikes, but, in addition, our poli- 
ticians, national and international, dreaming 
dreams of a perfect world, are constantly in- 
terfering with industrial problems, without 
first troubling to investigate tle basic facts. 
A typical illustration of this dangerous prac- 
tice is the recently made suggestion that a 
universal 48 hours week should be established 
for all industries all over the world. This 
idea had its birthplace apparently in Wash- 
ington, but it was taken up by the British 
Minister of Labour, who, so far as can be 
ascertained, went a long way towards accept- 
ing the scheme without even consulting his 
colleagues in the Cabinet. As applied to 
our own industry, the idea is impracticable. 
Our processes are, to a large extent, chemical, 
and if we were to stop in the middie of many 
of them when (he bell goes, the goods wou!d 
be ruined. Two alternatives would be open 
to us—either to work overtime or delay start- 
ing & process until it could be finished the 
same day. Moreover, in dealing with orders 
from India for printed goods, unless we can 
get those s finished in time to catch a 

articular t, the orders are cancelled. It 
is, therefore, essential that our people shonid 
on occasions work for exceptional hours. In 
the meantime, it is worth while to point 
out te the theorists who are always itching 
to interfere with out national industries that 
these proposed international regulations are 
peculiarly injurious to England, for in prac- 
tice other cot tries do nothing to carry into 
effect \ ideas which they have verbally 
accepted, 

GOVERNMENT INTERFERENCE IN 

DISPUTES. 

T hold strongly, and I fancy most of you 
will agree, that one of the gravest obstacles 
to the revival of our world trade is the 
constant interference of the Government in 
industrial disputes. The Government of the 
country is dependent upon a majority in Par- 
liament, and the House of Commons is de- 
pendent on an electorate that has no com- 
petence to deal with the difficult 
problems of modern industry and 
commerce.

RESULT OF IDLENESS. 

Nor has this political system of dealing 
with industrial problems brought happiness 
to the persons it was primarily intended to 
benefit. Idleness is not happiness. Work 
done well is a never failing cause of human 
satisfaction. Idleness goes hand in hand with 
bitter discontent. Happily, if we look at our 
eople themselves, apart from political in- 
vences, there is still good reason for hope- 
fulness.

FRENCH FRANCS. 


Since the beginning of the present month 
francs have depreciated in value from 161 to 
171 for the £. The weakness, no doubt, 1S 
partly due to the waning of the tourist season 
and the consequent lessened demand for 
francs, but is also attributable to anxiety 
concerning the fanding of the floating debt. 
There is an amount of 7,568 millions of francs 
of short term indebtedness falling due during 
1927, including 3,063 million francs of 
National bills payable February 1 next. It 18 
rumoured, says the Even? Standard, that 
the French Government will issue next month 
its first Conversion Loan for 3,000 million 
francs in long term bonds at 7 per cent., in 
order to meet the bills falling due in February, 
and other emissions will probably be made 
subsequently for the purpose of consolidating 
the remainder of the floating debt. The above 
rate of interest, if correct, is certainly high 
enough for a long term loan to induce holders 
of thé bills to convert in the new security,
